The  Collegiate  year,  in  this  Institution,  embraces  a  Winter  Session 
and  a  Summer  Session The  Winter  Session  consists  of  the  Regular 
Term  and  a  Preliminary  Term .  The  Preliminary  Term  for  1867-’68 
will  commence  on  Wednesday,  September  18th,  1867,  and  continue  until 
the  opening  of  the  Regular  Term.  The  Regular  Term  will  commence 
on  Wednesday,  October  16th,  1867,  and  end  about  the  first  of  March, 
1868.  The  Summer  Session  will  commence  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  March,  1867,  and  continue  twelve  weeks.  The  Collegiate  year  thus 
embraces  a  Spring  vacation  of  about  two  weeks,  and  a  Summer  vacation 
of  about  three  months.  As  heretofore,  attendance  on  the  Regular  Term 
of  the  Winter  Session  is  alone  required  for  graduation ;  but  by  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Summer  Session,  substantial  advantages  are  offered  to 
those  who  wish  to  prosecute  clinical  and  didactic  studies  in  the  city  of 
New  York  during  the  Spring  and  early  part  of  the  Summer. 

Since  the  close  of  the  Winter  Session  of  1866— ’67,  Professor  Isaac 
E.  Taylor  has  been  appointed  Emeritus  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  the 
Diseases  of  Women  and  Children.  The  didactic  lectures  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  instruction  will  be  given  by  Professors  Barker  and  Elliot. 
Prof.  Taylor  will,  however,  continue  to  give  clinical  instruction  at  the 
Bellevue  and  the  Charity  Hospital. 

The  Faculty  announce  with  pleasure  the  appointment  of  William  A. 
Hammond,  M.  D.,  as  Professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Mind  and  Nervous 
System.  Prof.  Hammond  will  deliver  lectures  in  the  Preliminary  and 
the  Regular  Term  of  the  W inter  Session,  and  also  in  the  Summer  Session. 


inter^  ^Session _ Preliminary  Jerm, 


The  Preliminary  Term,  commencing  September  18th,  1867,  and 
ending  at  the  commencement  of  the  Regular  Term,  will  be  devoted  to 
clinical  instruction  and  didactic  lectures  on  subjects  of  practical  import¬ 
ance  not  fully  considered  during  the  Regular  Term.  Lectures  during 
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this  Term  will  be  given  daily  at  either  the  Bellevue  Hospital  or  the 
Charity  Hospital,  Blackwell’s  Island,  and  the  daily  clinical  instruc¬ 
tion  will  be  nearly  equal  to  that  given  during  the  Regular  Term.  In 
addition  to  daily  clinical  lectures,  three  didactic  lectures  will  be  given 
on  each  week-day  of  the  Preliminary  Term,  except  Saturday.  The 
Lectures  in  the  Preliminary  Term  are  given  exclusively  by  the  Pro¬ 
fessors  connected  with  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College.  At¬ 
tendance  during  this  Term  is  optional  with  the  Student — that  is,  it  is 
not  a  requisite  for  graduation  ;  but  the  Faculty  aim  to  hold  out  sufficient 
inducements  to  all  who  can  conveniently  attend,  and  to  render  this  Term 
not  merely  a  nominal,  but  an  actual  extension  of  the  period  of  instruc¬ 
tion  during  the  Winter  Session.  As  an  incidental  advantage  of  attend¬ 
ance  during  the  Preliminary  Term,  the  Student  at  the  opening  of  the 
Regular  Term  is  already  established  and  prepared  to  engage  in  the  labors 
of  the  Winter.  The  subjects  of  the  didactic  lectures  by  the  different  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Faculty  in  the  Preliminary  Term  will  be  announced  at  the 
opening  of  the  Term. 


P^DER  OF  J-ECTURES,  pTC, 


The  Regular  Term  will  open  October  16th,  1867,  and  end  about  the 
first  of  March,  1868.  During  this  Term,  four  didactic  lectures  are  given 
on  every  week-day,  except  Saturday,  and  Students  have  the  opportunity 
of  attending  at  least  two  Hospital  clinical  lectures  daily.  The  order  of 
daily  lectures  is  as  follows :  A  didactic  lecture  on  either  Anatomy  or 
Materia  Medica  at  9  A.  M. ;  a  clinical  lecture  at  Bellevue  Hospital  at 
10  A.  M.,  on  every  day  except  Saturday,  when  there  is  a  didactic  lec¬ 
ture  on  Obstetrics;  a  didactic  lecture  on  Surgery  at  11  A.  M.,  on  every 
day  but  Wednesday — the  didactic  lecture  at  that  hour  on  Wednesday 
being  on  Medicine  ;  Clinical  Instruction,  or  Surgical  Operations,  at  Belle¬ 
vue  Hospital,  the  Charity  Hospital,  Blackwell’s  Island,  or  at  the  Col¬ 
lege,  at  1£  P.  M. ;  a  didactic  lecture  on  either  Physiology  or  Obstetrics 
and  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children  at  3  P.  M. ;  and  a  didactic 
lecture  on  either  Chemistry  or  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine 
at  4  P.  M.  There  are  no  didactic  lectures  on  Saturday  afternoon.  On 
this  day  at  P.  M.,  and,  during  a  part  of  the  Term,  on  W  ednesday  at 
14  P.  M.,  surgical  operations  are  generally  performed  in  the  Hospital 
Amphitheatre. 

All  the  lectures  in  this  College  are  given  either  in  the  Amphitheatres 
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of  the  Bellevue  and  the  Charity  Hospital,  or  in  the  College  Lecture- 
Room,  within  the  Hospital  grounds.  The  large  amount  of  Hospital 
instruction  consequently  does  not  conflict  with  attendance  on  the  didactic 
courses,  the  latter  being  as  full  in  this  College  as  in  colleges  not  connected 
with  hospitals.  Other  advantages  of  the  proximity  of  the  College  Lecture- 
Room  to  Bellevue  Hospital  are,  the  economy  of  the  Student’s  time ; 
the  alternation  of  the  clinical  and  didactic  lectures,  the  daily  attendance 
being  less  fatiguing  than  listening  to  several  successive  didactic  lectures; 
the  practicability  of  illustrating  by  cases  the  subjects  pertaining  to  med¬ 
icine,  surgery  and  obstetrics,  simultaneously  with  their  consideration  in 
the  Lecture-Room  ;  and  the  many  opportunities  for  observation  which 
are  gained  by  the  student  being  always  at  hand  in  cases  of  accidents,  or 
when  surgical  and  obstetrical  operations  are  suddenly  required. 


J-'lan  of  |nstruction. 

The  distinctive  feature  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College 
is  thfe  union  of  clinical  and  didactic  teaching.  The  plan  is  to  combine  to 
the  fullest  possible  extent  these  two  methods  of  instruction,  not  devoting 
attention  to  either  method  to  the  detriment  of  the  other,  but  striving 
to  so  incorporate  them  with  each  other  as  to  give  to  both  methods  the 
utmost  practicable  efficiency.  Of  the  advantages  of  this  plan,  ample  evi¬ 
dence  has  been  afforded  by  the  experience  of  the  six  years  since  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  this  College.  These  advantages  are  applicable  to  students 
attending  their  first  course  of  lectures  not  less  than  to  those  who  have 
already  attended  one  or  more  courses.  So  long  as  the  first-course  Stu¬ 
dent  is  expected  to  listen  to  didactic  lectures  on  Practical  Medicine,  Sur¬ 
gery  and  Obstetrics,  he  should,  at  the  same  time,  observe  cases  of  dis¬ 
ease,  study  practically  the  facts  connected  with  gestation  and  labor,  and 
witness  surgical  operations.  The  plan  of  instruction  in  this  College  is 
based  on  the  conviction  that  teaching  in  the  Lecture-Room  and  in  the 
Hospital  Amphitheatre  should,  from  the  first,  go  hand  in  hand.  The  stu¬ 
dent  of  medicine  cannot  begin  too  soon  to  become  practically  acquainted 
with  the  phenomena  of  disease  and  morbid  appearances  after  death,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  details  of  therapeutics,  surgery,  and  obstetrics.

LINICAL 


Instruction. 


Bellevue  Hospital  receives  annually  from  ten  to  twelve  thousand 
patients.  This  Hospital  embraces  a  lying-in  department,  the  annual 
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number  of  births  exceeding  five  hundred.  Medical  and  Surgical  cases 
of  all  descriptions  are  received,  exclusive  of  contagious  diseases.  Cases 
of  typhus  fever  are  no  longer  admitted  into  this  Hospital,  but  are  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Fever  Hospital  on  Blackwell’s  Island.  Cases  of  small-pox 
are  treated  at  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  on  Blackwell’s  Island.  Of  the 
Professors  constituting  the  Faculty  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical 
College,  eleven  are  connected  with  the  Bellevue  Hospital,  either  as 
Physicians,  Surgeons,  or  Obstetricians.  It  is  proper  to  add  that  clinical 
instruction  is  also  given  by  the  members  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the 
Hospital,  who  are  not  connected  with  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical 
College. 

The  Charity  Hospital  on  Blackwell’s  Island  contains,  usually, 
about  one  thousand  patients,  the  larger  proportion  being  affected  with 
chronic  diseases.  In  this  Hospital  are  collected  several  hundred  cases  of 
syphilis,  presenting  all  the  different  stages  and  phases  of  this  disease  in 
both  sexes.  The  field  for  the  study  of  uterine  diseases  is  immense.  Of 
the  College  Faculty,  eight  members  are  connected  with  this  Hospital. 
Clinical  instruction  in  this  Hospital  is  also  given  by  members  of  the 
Medical  Board  of  the  Hospital  who  are  not  connected  with  the  Bellevue 
Hospital  Medical  College. 

Medical  Students  are  admitted  to  the  Bellevue  and  Charity  Hos¬ 
pital  daily  during  the  hours  allotted  to  clinical  teaching.  All  the 
important  operations  in  surgery  are  performed  publicly  in  the  Hospital 
amphitheatres.  Opportunities  are  afforded  for  witnessing  cases  of  labor 
and  obstetrical  operations.  In  connection  with  the  lying-in  and  uterine 
departments,  are  illustrated  practically  the  various  uterine  diseases,  the 
signs  of  pregnancy,  the  several  stages  of  labor,  the  sequels  of  confine¬ 
ment,  the  affections  of  young  children,  together  with  the  diseases  and 
accidents  to  which  the  foetus  is  liable. 

In  addition  to  the  Bellevue  and  the  Charity  Hospital,  the  student 
may  avail  himself  of  resources  for  practical  instruction  afforded  by 
other  institutions  under  the  charge  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Char¬ 
ities  and  Correction  ;  namely,  the  Fever  and  Small  Pox  Hospitals,  the 
Hospital  for  Epileptics  and  Paralytics,  the  Nursery  Hospital,  the  Insane 
Asylum,  the  Bureau  of  Medical  Relief  for  the  Out-door  Poor,  etc. 
The  New  York  Hospital  and  the  various  City  Dispensaries  are  also 
available  to  the  student.  Clinical  lectures  on  diseases  of  the  eye  are 
given  by  Prof.  Noyes. 


Bellevue  Rospital  Medical  College. 
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The  Hospital  Staff  at  the  Bellevue  Hospital  includes  twelve,  and 
the  Staff  at  the  Charity  Hospital  on  Blackwell’s  Island  nine,  resident 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  These  are  appointed  after  examination  by 
Committees  from  the  medical  boards  of  the  Bellevue  and  the  Charity 
Hospital.  The  examinations  for  both  the  Bellevue  and  the  Charity  Hos¬ 
pital  take  place  from  the  fifteenth  to  the  twentieth  of  March  and  Septem¬ 
ber  of  each  year  ;  and  appointments  are  made  from  the  applicants,  to  fill 
vacancies,  solely  on  merit.  To  be  entitled  to  appear  before  either  of 
the  examining  boards,  applicants  must  be  either  regular  graduates  of 
Medicine,  or  Students  within  six  months  of  graduation.  Graduates  of 
all  regular  Medical  Colleges  are  on  the  same  footing.  They  must  also 
Be  recommended  by  two  of  the  visiting  Physicians  or  Surgeons  of  the 
Bfospitals.  The  term  of  service,  which  is  required ,  in  both  of  the  Hos¬ 
pitals,  is  as  follows  :  Six  months  as  junior  assistant,  during  which  time, 
board  is  to  be  obtained  out  of  the  Hospital,  and  twelve  months  in  the 
Hospital,  when  board  and  lodging  are  furnished  in  compensation  for  ser¬ 
vices.  Junior  assistants  are  liable  to  be  called  upon  at  any  time  for  ser¬ 
vice,  when  they  receive  board  in  the  Hospital.  There  are  usually  seven 
vacancies  at  each  semi-annual  examination  for  the  Bellevue  Hospital, 
and  seven  vacancies  for  the  Charity  Hospital.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Examining  Committee  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  is  Prof.  James  R.  Wood, 
No.  80  Irving  Place.  The  Chairman  of  the  Examining  Committee  of 
the  Charity  Hospital  is  Dr.  Erskine  Mason,  No.  74  East  Twenty-first 
Street. 


Practical  ^natomy  and  JAo¥\bid  ^Anatomy, 

The  study  of  Practical  Anatomy  having  been  legalized  in  the  State 
of  New  York  and  fully  provided  for  by  law,  there  is  seldom  any  lack 
of  material,  which  is  supplied  without  charge.  The  anatomical  room  in 
the  building  occupied  by  the  College  is  probably  the  finest  in  the  world, 
and  includes  everything  requisite  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the 
student. 


*  The  information  under  this  head  is  introduced  in  thiB  Circular  in  answer  to 
letters  of  inquiry  which  are  frequently  received. 
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The  opportunity  of  observing  the  morbid  appearances  after  death  in 
the  fatal  cases  which  have  been  under  observation  during  life,  is  of  incal¬ 
culable  value  to  the  medical  student.  This  opportunity  is  afforded  to 
the  fullest  extent.  Fresh  specimens  are  daily  brought  before  the  class. 
In  addition,  the  student  has  free  access  to  the  Autopsy  room,  where  post¬ 
mortem  examinations  are  daily  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Cura¬ 
tors  of  Bellevue  Hospital.  The  Autopsy  room  is  provided  with 
seats  to  accommodate  more  than  a  hundred  students.  The  large  number 
of  coroners’  cases  also  afford  illustrations  of  topics  relating  to  medical 
jurisprudence. 


A  Laboratory,  accommodating  from  fifty  to  sixty  students,  provided 
with  all  the  facilities  for  instruction  in  analytical  medical  chemistry,  is 
contained  in  the  building  occupied  by  the  College,  by  means  of  which 
this  important  branch  is  rendered  eminently  practical.  In  this  Labora¬ 
tory,  each  student  is  supplied  with  all  the  apparatus  necessary  to  the 
performance  of  chemical  examinations. 


Recitations. 


The  Faculty  have  provided  for  the  appointment  of  examiners,  who 
will  conduct  daily  recitations  in  the  different  branches  embraced  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  College.  The  recitations  thus  provided  for  are  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  Winter  and  the  Summer  Session,  and  are  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  the  Summer  Faculty.  The  advantages  of 
systematic  recitations  are  very  great,  and  students  are  advised  to  profit 
by  them.  Private  associations  for  mutual  examinations  and  discussions 
are  also  recommended.  For  further  information  regarding  the  recita¬ 
tions,  apply  to  Dr.  N.  R.  Mosely,  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  and 
Examiner  on  Anatomy  and  Surgery,  at  the  College. 


Special  Courses,  to  meet  the  wishes  of  practitioners  and  students  who 
desire  fuller  or  more  minute  practical  instruction  in  certain  subjects 
than  can  enter  into  the  regular  lectures,  are  given  by  members  of  the 
Faculty  and  others  to  private  classes.  Professors  Hamilton,  Mott,  and 
Stephen  Smith,  respectively, "give  private  instruction  in  operative  sur¬ 
gery.  Prof.  Flint  will  continue  to  form  private  classes  for  practical 
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lessons  in  Auscultation  and  Percussion.  Classes  in  Practical  Chemistry 
will  be  formed  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Doremus.  Private  instruc¬ 
tion  in  Microscopy  will  be  given  by  Prof.  Flint,  Jr.  Prof.  Noyes  will 
give  private  instruction  in  Ophthalmology.  Special  instruction  in  healthy 
and  morbid  anatomy  will  be  given  by  the  Demonstrator  and  the  Cura¬ 
tors  of  the  Hospital,  etc. 


^RIZES. 

Prizes  are  offered  by  two  members  of  the  Faculty — Professors 
W ood  and  Mott — for  the  best  preparations  relating  to  Surgical  Anatomy, 
to  be  competed  for  by  students  in  any  of  the  medical  schools  of  New 
York  and  Brooklyn.  The  prizes  offered  by  Prof.  Wood,  in  addition  to 
the  prize  for  the  Alumni  Association  (vide  p.  16),  are  $50,  with  a  diploma, 
for  the  best  preparation,  and  $25,  with  a  diploma,  for  a  preparation  rank¬ 
ing  second  in  excellence.  The  prize  offered  by  Professor  Mott  is  a  com¬ 
plete  case  of  surgical  instruments,  of  the  value  of  $100,  for  the  best  prep¬ 
aration.  These  prizes  are  adjudged  by  the  Professors  of  Surgery  in  the 
several  schools.

fon  THE  )Y INTER  ^ESSION.  J^E^UIHEMENTS  FOR  jaRADUATION  . 

The  aggregate  fees  for  tickets  to  all  the  lectures  during  the  Regular 
and  the  Preliminary  Term,  including  tickets  for  lectures  at  the  Bellevue 
and  Charity  Hospital,  are  $140. 

Tickets  for  one  or  any  number  of  the  departments  of  instruction 
may  be  taken  out  separately.  A  separate  ticket  for  the  department  of 
Diseases  of  the  Mind  and  Nervous  System  will  be  issued  for  $10.  This 
ticket  is  included,  however,  in  the  ticket  for  the  full  course. 

In  addition  to  the  fees  for  the  tickets  to  the  lectures,  is  a  matricula  - 
tion  fee  of  $5.  The  matriculation  ticket  must  be  taken  out  before  the 
tickets  to  any  of  the  lectures  or  the  Hospital  ticket  can  be  obtained. 

The  fee  for  the  dissecting  ticket  is  $10.  This  covers  all  the  expenses 
of  the  dissecting  room  ;  there  is  no  charge  for  subjects,  nor  are  there  any 
incidental  charges.  This  ticket  and  the  matriculation  ticket  are  required 
from  all  who  dissect. 

The  graduation  fee  is  $30. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  in  other 
accredited  medical  colleges  receive  all  the  tickets  to  the  lectures  of  this 
College,  exclusive  of  the  matriculation  and  the  dissecting  ticket,  for  $70. 

Students  having  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  in  this  College, 
or  after  attendance  on  one  full  course  in  this  College,  having  previously 
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attended  one  full  course  in  some  other  accredited  college,  are  required 
to  matriculate  only. 

Graduates  of  other  accredited  medical  colleges,  after  three  years,  are 
required  to  matriculate  only.  The  three  years  recognized  are  considered 
as  ending  with  the  end  of  the  Winter  Session.  Prior  to  the  expiration 
of  three  years,  the  fee  for  a  general  ticket  is  $70.  All  regular  medical 
colleges  in  good  standing  are  accredited. 

Payment  of  fees,  according  to  the  foregoing  regulations,  is  required 
in  all  cases,  and  the  tickets  must  be  taken  out  and  paid  for  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Regular  Term.  They  are  all  to  be  obtained  from  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Faculty.  The  attention  of  students  is  particularly  called  to 
these  rules  respecting  the  payment  of  fees.  Remission  of  fees,  or  de¬ 
duction,  and  the  taking  of  promissory  notes  from  students,  are  inter¬ 
dicted  by  the  by-laws  of  the  College. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are :  twenty -one  years  of  age ; 
three  years’  pupilage  with  a  regular  physician  in  good  standing,  inclusive 
of  the  time  of  attendance  at  medical  lectures  ;*  attendance  on  two  full 
courses  of  lectures,  the  last  being  in  this  College  ;  proper  testimonials  of 
character ;  an  acceptable  thesis  in  the  hand-writing  of  the  candidate ; 
and  a  satisfactory  examination  in  each  of  the  departments  of  instruction. 

The  department  of  Surgery  in  this  College  embracing  jive,  and  the 
department  of  Obstetrics  three  Professors,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  can¬ 
didates  for  graduation  are  examined  in  each  of  these  departments  by  one 
only  of  the  Professors  of  the  department.  Candidates  for  graduation 
are  examined  separately  by  the  different  Professors. 

The  requirements  for  an  ad  eundem  degree  in  this  College  are,:  a 
diploma  from  an  accredited  medical  school ;  satisfactory  testimonials 
with  respect  to  character  and  professional  standing  from  regular  physi¬ 
cians,  members  of  some  City,  County,  or  State  Medical  Society  duly 
recognized ;  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  practical  branches  of  medi¬ 
cine,  surgery,  and  obstetrics.  Candidates  for  an  ad  eundem  degree  are 
expected  to  matriculate,  to  take  out  the  tickets  for  the  Winter  Session, 
to  have  attended  the  lectures  during  the  session,  and  to  pay  the  gradua¬ 
tion  fee  of  $30. 

The  fee  for  daily  recitations  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Summer  Session,  is  $30  for  the  Winter  or  the  Summer  Session  sepa¬ 
rately,  and  $50  for  the  entire  collegiate  year. 


*  Attendance  during  the  Winter  Session,  together  with  attendance  at  the  recita¬ 
tions  in  the  Summer  Session,  entitles  the  student  to  a  certificate  of  a  year’s  pupilage 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  College. 
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SUMMER  SESSION. 


The  Summer  Session  in  this  College  was  instituted  in  1866,  for  the 
following  objects :  To  provide  instruction  in  branches  which  the  student 
has  not  time  to  prosecute  while  attending  the  lectures  of  the  Regular 
Term  in  the  Winter  Session,  and  which  form  an  important  part  of  a 
thorough  medical  education  ;  to  furnish  inducements  to  medical  students 
and  graduates  who  have  attended  lectures  in  the  Winter  Session  to  remain, 
or  return  to  attend  more  or  less  of  the  courses  in  the  ensuing  Summer 
Session ;  and  also  to  induce  the  attendance  of  students  who  design  to 
attend  the  ensuing  Winter  Session  ;  to  offer  opportunities  to  practitioners 
of  medicine  desirous  of  spending  some  time  in  the  metropolis,  for  med¬ 
ical  improvement,  and  who  can  come  more  conveniently  in  the  Spring  and 
early  Summer  than  during  the  Winter  months;  to  present  facilities  for 
the  prosecution  of  certain  special  subjects  in  medicine ;  to  make  availa¬ 
ble  for  the  Summer,  as  well  as  the  Winter  months,  the  resources  of  clin¬ 
ical  teaching  in  which  the  City  of  New  York  abounds;  and  finally,  to 
enable  the  student  to  pursue  his  medical  reading  in  the  interval  between 
the  Winter  Sessions,  with  the  advantage  of  competent  direction  and 
daily  recitations.

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The  experience  of  the  first  Summer  Sessiun  encourages  the  Faculty 
in  the  belief  that  it  will  prove  a  highly  important  measure  for  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  medical  education.  With  a  view  to  enlarge  still  further 
the  scope  of  instruction,  additional  lectures  will  be  given  by  Professors 
of  the  College  who  are  not  members  of  the  Summer  Faculty,  the  regu¬ 
lar  courses  by  the  latter  remaining  essentially  the  same.  During  the  Sum¬ 
mer  Session  of  1868,  lectures  will  be  given  by  Professors  Wood,  Hamil¬ 
ton,  Stephen  Smith,  and  Flint.  By  these  additional  lectures,  the  amount 
of  instruction  will  be  considerably  increased  without  any  increase  of  ex¬ 
pense  to  the  Student ;  on  the  contrary,  the  expense  has  been  reduced  for 
those  who  desire  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  for  the  Summer  Session. 
The  dissecting  room  will  remain  open  until  about  the  first  of  May. 
The  Demonstrator’s  ticket  issued  for  the  dissections  during  the  Summer 
Session  will  be  valid  for  the  ensuing  Winter  Session. 

The  Summer  Session  will  open  on  the  Second  Wednesday  of  March, 
1868,  and  continue  for  twelve  weeks.  The  several  courses  of  didactic  in¬ 
struction  in  this  Session  will  embrace  each  from  twenty  to  twenty-five 
lectures.  Clinical  lectures  will  be  given  by  members  of  the  Faculty  at 
the  Bellevue  Hospital,  at  the  College,  in  connection  with  the  Bureau  of 
Out-door  Medical  Relief,  and  at  the  Charity  Hospital  on  Blackwell’s 
Island.  The  Summer  instruction  embraces,  also,  recitations  in  the  dif¬ 
ferent  departments  of  instruction  which  enter  into  the  curriculum  of  the 
Winter  Session.  These  recitations  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Faculty  of  the  Summer  Session,  and  will  be  continued  throughout  the 
Collegiate  year. 

Attendance  on  the  recitations  during  the  Summer  Session,  either 
with  or  without  the  didactic  courses,  in  conjunction  with  attendance  dur¬ 
ing  the  Winter  Session,  will  be  reckoned  as  a  year  of  pupilage,  and  a 
certificate  to  that  effect  will  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  College. 

A  printed  certificate  of  attendance  will  be  conferred  on  those  who 
attend  all  the  courses  of  the  Summer  Session. 

The  fee  for  the  tickets  for  each  of  the  eight  regular  courses  of  lec¬ 
tures  in  the  Summer  Session  taken  out  separately  is  $10.  A  general 
ticket  admitting  to  all  the  lectures,  however,  is  issued  for  $50.  The  fee 
for  daily  recitations  for  the  Summer  or  Winter  Session,  separately,  is  $30 ; 
for  both  Summer  and  Winter  Sessions,  $50.  The  ticket  for  recitations 
may  be  taken  out  alone,  and  all  the  lectures  in  this  Session  are  optional. 

A  matriculation  fee  of  $5  will  be  required  before  any  of  the  tickets 
for  the  Summer  Session  can  be  obtained ;  and  the  matriculation  ticket 
will  be  valid  for  the  ensuing  Winter  Session. 

There  will  be  no  charge  for  Hospital  tickets.

Pains  are  taken,  to  provide  a  list  of  boarding-houses  in  the 
vicinity  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  to  suit  the  wishes  and  means  of  students. 
The  Janitor  will  be  prepared  to  secure  satisfactory  accommodations  for 
those  who  matriculate  at  this  College,-  without  any  delay.  Students 
from  abroad  are  requested  to  report  at  once  at  the  College  at  Bellevue 
Hospital. 

Bellevue  Hospital  is  situated  on  East  River,  between  Twenty-sixth 
and  Twenty-eighth  Streets.  In  coming  to  the  Hospital  from  the  lower 
part  of  the  city,  the  most  convenient  mode  is  to  take  one  of  the  street 
cars,  passing  every  three  or  four  minutes,  either  on  the  Second,  Third,  or 
Fourth  Avenue,  getting  out  at  Twenty-sixth  Street.

This  Association  was  organized  March  28th,  1867.  The^objects  of 
the  Association  and  its  most  important  regulations  are  given  in  the  sub¬ 
joined  extracts  from  the  Constitution : 

“  Preamble, — The  Graduates  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  desir¬ 
ing  actively  to  continue  their  connection  with  each  other  and  with  their  Alma 
Mater,  to  advance  her  interests,  and  to  give  increased  stimulus  to  medical 
scholarship,  do  hereby  unite  themselves  in  an  Association,  *  *  * 

“  Art  H. — Sec.  2.  Any  graduate  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College, 
in  good  professional  standing,  after  having  been  accepted  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  may  become  a  Regular  Member  of  this  Association  upon  affixing 
his  signature  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  paying  one  year’s  dues  in 
advance. 

“Art.  HI. — Sec.  1.  Every  Regular  Member  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer,  an¬ 
nually,  in  advance,  the  sum  of  one  dollar ;  ten  dollars  shall  constitute  the  fee 
for  life-membership,  and  shall  be  taken  as  a  commutation  for  the  usual  annual 
dues. 

“  Art.  IV. — Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  a  Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
a  Treasurer.  These  officers,  together  with  fifteen  other  Regular  Members,  shall 
constitute  an  Executive  Committee.” 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  is  held  the  day  before  the 
commencement  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College. 

Professor  James  R.  Wood  offers  to  the  Association  a  prize  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  best  essay  upon  any  subject  connected  with  Sur¬ 
gical  Pathology  or  Operative  Surgery,  to  be  awarded  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  1869,  at  which  time  the  successful  essay  is  to  be  read.  The 
committee  to  examine  the  essays  and  award  the  prize  is  to  consist  of  Pro¬ 
fessors  Wm.  H.  Van  Buren,  Austin  Flint,  and  Stephen  Smith.  Each 
essay,  designated  by  some  motto  or  device,  must  be  sent  to  Professor 
W.  H.  Van  Buren,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  February,  1869,  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  sealed  envelope,  endorsed  with  the  same  motto  or  device, 
and  containing  the  author’s  name  and  address. 

Alumni  at  a  distance  can  become  members  by  sending  their  names, 
addresses,  and  annual  dues,  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Dr.  Leroy 
M.  Yale,  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  who  will  affix  their  names  to  the  Consti¬ 
tution.  It  is  desired  that  graduates  state,  as  evidence  of  their  profes¬ 
sional  standing,  whether  they  are  members  of  the  local  (county)  medical 
societies,  and,  when  practicable,  transmit  a  certificate  to  that  effect.
